DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 4-11, and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In independent claims 4 and 15, the 
applicant is claiming wetting the polymer coated endoprosthesis in a water misicible 
solvent followed by immersing the wetted polymer coated endoprosthesis in water and 
adding the active agent to the water so it will precipitate on the functional polymer. 
However, in the specification page 6 and Example on page 9 the applicant has support 
for wetting the polymer coated endoprosthesis in a water miscible solvent with an active 
ingredient therein followed by immersing in water in order to precipitate the active 
ingredient onto the polymer coated endoprosthesis. This is the only method to which the 
applicant claims to apply the active agent as we as the Example provided is directed to 
this method as well therefore the applicant fails to provide support for this limitation.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hoecher et 
al. (DE 19604173). 

Hoecher et al. discloses a process for forming an antithrombogenic coating on a 
prostheses. The prostheses is coated with a functionalized polymer layer and an 
immobilized biological coating. Monomers in the gas phase are formed from bis-phenyl 
or cyclohexadiene derivative having a formula as show in 1-3 at temperature of 500- 
1000oC and at a pressure less than 500 Pa followed by polymerizing the polymer at a 
reduced temperature (see abstract). A coating of a bioactive material is applied over the 
functionalized polymer (abstract and see translation) as required by 1 . Hoecher et al. 
teaches the use of dimers of structure 2 are cleaved into monomers at a temperature of 
650°C and pressure of 30 PA and polymerized at a temperature of about 40°C (see 
Examples of translation) as required by claim 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and

the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hoecher et 
al. as applied to claim 1 above. 

8. Hoecher et al. fails to teach the thickness of the polymer coating applied. However, it 
would have bee obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to use the thickness in 
the claimed range through routine experimentation in order to form a endoprosthesis 
where the drug is sufficiently adhered by the polymer layer.
